TALL  BEARDED  IRIS 

This  class  of  iris  blooms  lavishly  in  June,  when  it  has  a  fine  setting 
of  flowering  shrubs,  etc.,  for  a  picture,  hence  a  stronger  appeal  to  the 
average  garden  lover.  If  well  chosen,  their  landscape  value  is  unsur¬ 
passed  by  any  other  feature. 

Today  we  have  thousands  of  named  varieties,  most  of  which  are 
simply  duplicates  and  not  distinct.  It  is  becoming  more  and  more 
difficult  for  the  average  person  to  make  his  choice  from  the  long  lists 
offered  by  dealers.  I  am  offering  a  very  select  list,  any  one  of  which 
is  of  real  value  and  distinct. 

I  have  omitted  many  of  the  old  standbys,  as  they  can  be  found  in 
all  iris  or  flower  catalogues,  and  also  the  DOMINION  seedlings,  as  I 
believe  in  most  cases  the  price  is  not  consistent  with  their  real  value. 
Still  I  grow  practically  all  of  them  and  about  a  thousand  different 
varieties,  and  can  supply  any  of  them  as  low  in  price  as  anyone. 

Tall  bearded  iris  should  be  planted  so  that  the  fleshy  root  stock 
(rhisome  is  barely  covered  with  soil,  but  the  dwarf  iris  should  be  planted 
a  little  deeper.  The  first  winter  they  should  be  protected  against  freezing 
and  thawing  with  a  light  covering  of  leaves  weighted  down,  as  they 
seldom  get  well  anchored  before  winter.
